subdivision liable for the support of Mrs. Irving and her children, 


From the facts which you h-ve Submitted to us, it appoars 
that noithcr Rebert irvine nor his wife, Cortrude Irving, have eny settle. 


ment in any tom in this State. That being so, this becomes a county, case . 
and it is necessary to resort te the provisions of RSA 166:10 to detormine 


which county is lisble for suprort. MSA 166 :10 provides as follows: 


"166:10 Liability Botween Counties. The county which shall 
wave last rolioved an; county pauper within ninoty days shall 
bo liable to the county in which he my aftersard be rclicved 
for all suns of moncy paid for his relief, Support, er funeral, 
provided he has not resided in the latter county more than 
ninety deys at the timo of his first arplication there for re-’ 
icf, Tho county in which 2 person without a legal settlement 
st Wheve last resided not less than ninety days shall be linble 
to the county in which he may aftemsard meke anplication for 
relief fcr all suns of mency paid for his rclicf, support, or 
funcral, provided hs has not resided in the latter county more 
than ninety days at tho time of his first aprlicatien to tho 
latter county for relicf. 3A copy of any affidavit required by 
Secticn 4 of this chapter shall bo formarded by the county 
cormisctoncrs liable uncer section 3 cf this chapter to the 
county com:issioncrs of tke county to: be charged." 


From the facts submitted to\ us it appears that Mra. Irving 
and the two chileren took up residence in Newmarket, Noll., on February 28, 
1958, livod there sise months and three weeks! and then applied to the Ro 
County for public assistance, There is nothing in the facts to indicate that 
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strafford County provided any rolief during the:ninoty days precoding Mrs. 
Trving's application 4n Rockinghan County. It further appears that Mrse 
Trying and the two children had resided in Rockingham County far in excess 
of ninety days at the time of thetr first application there for relicf. 

45 thug our opinicn that Rockingham County rather than etrafford County is 
the political suodivision responsible for the direct aid furnished to :S-e 


Irving end the two children.
